After the Belleville Central Business 
Community rejected his application to 
have the First Annual Rotary Trunk or 
Treat event on Halloween on a closed Main 
Street, Phil Miller withdrew his request to 
the Belleville City Council for the event. 

At Monday’s regular council meeting, 
Miller said the request will be back next 
year, hopefully with CBC support. 

He said there is overwhelming support for 
this in the community, referring to closing 
Main Street during trick or treating for the 
safety of the children. 

He said the CBC said there wasn’t enough 
time to change the plans for this year. 

Miller had been on the council agenda 
with a request to close Main Street from 
Third to Fifth streets, including Roys 
Street up to the Chase Bank drive through 
exit and Fourth Street up the alley between 
397 Main and the Belleville Area District 
Library. 

Also, Liberty Street parking would be 
limited to the east side of the street to 
facilitate public safety and traffic flow 
concerns. 

The map of street closings he presented 
said it, “Mirrors Monday Night Car Show 
Use.” 

The Rotary plan described a 100-vehicle 
event on the street, which would be closed 
from 3:45 to 8 p.m. 

Later in the meeting, Miller said he was 
disappointed in the action of the CBC. He 
said the city closes Main Street for the art 
council, car show, Battle of Belleville, “but 
won’t close it for the children of Belleville 
to be safe.” 

He again said he would be back next year 
for permission and noted again, “There 
is overwhelming support for this in the 
community.” 

Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria said he

Should let new board 
decide on Riggs House 


To the Editor: 

Recent activity at the Riggs Heritage House/ 
Park indicates that the Van Buren Township 
Board is moving ahead on its clandestine 
plans to tear this noble historical structure 
down. The board has not provided the 
public with any information on its plans, 
therefore it is “clandestine.” The big 
question is: Why? 

The house and land was acquired by VBT 
over 15 years ago. As stated on the plaque 
along the park trail: RIGGS HERITAGE 
HOMESTEAD, “Preserving Riggs farm 
was one of the priorities in creating the 
park. The House itself is almost 150 years 
old ... the most distinctive feature is the 
cupola ... which at the time was a very 
modern type of Italian architecture. This is 
a unique treasure of the township’s that is 
showcased by the park ...” 

At what point did the current lame duck 
board decide that the stated priorities 
should be cast to the wind and the house 
torn down, without even seeking any 
public input? Did they EVER call for 
volunteers to assist in its restoration? 
Are they just doing what they want with 
this critical homestead? Destroying it so 
current and future generations will have 
nothing of American values to look back 
on and enjoy? 

There is precedent for this type of board 
action. The old Robbe farmhouse on 
Haggerty Road was supposed to have been 
preserved as a historical site -- but it was 
torn down, contrary to stated plans. Now 
nothing is left there but a plaque on a rock. 
There is certainly a diminished supply 
of historical farms to preserve and Riggs 
Heritage House may be the last chance to 
do so. 

When the Riggs barn burned down on 
Thanksgiving 2013, VBT received an 
insurance payment of about $30,000. This 
is the money they are using to finish tearing 
the farmstead down. To do so before the 
transfer of decision-making power to the 
new board in November may be truly 
spiteful, as the house will be gone and the 
money spent on its destruction instead of 
being available to restore the house. 

Shouldn’t the sitting board delay the 
destruction until after the election, and 
allow the new board to reassess and perhaps 
make a different decision? There is certainly 
a shortage of 150 year old farmhouses in 
VBT. Farms were our heritage. This may 
be the last one. So, why the hurry to get it 
destroyed before a new board sits? When 
it’s gone, it will not be replaceable. 

If the aim is to preserve the farm, then 
tearing the house down must certainly be 
in conformance with that aim. Will VBT 
please tell us how? 

The proper and ethical thing for VBT to 
do is to table the destruction and graciously 
leave that decision to the new board, who 
may well arrive at a decision to protect, 


preserve and restore the Heritage Farm 
House. 

As a local historian, I have found that 
there is some evidence that the farm/log 
cabin (before the 1867 house) was used as 
an Underground Railway Station assisting 
fugitive slaves down the Huron and to 
Canada. Are the board members willing to 
justify their action in destroying the house 
built by that man? 

The house is not in as bad a condition 
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as certain people (who have never been 
in the house) would have us believe. I 
assessed it over 10 years ago and flagged 
the asbestos which they are just getting 
around to removing. That is a good thing, a 
first step toward restoration; or in this case, 
destruction. 

There are quite a few people who are 
interested in volunteering to be involved 
with any restoration. Three of them I know 
of have builder’s licenses.

76, lives with her husband Nelson Po on 
Harris Road in Sumpter Township. She 
is in frail health, suffering from diabetes, 
asthma, high blood pressure, gout, and 
arthritis, according to the complaint. 

Her husband is a medical marijuana 
grower in Sumpter Township and on Aug. 
16 at about 10:30 a.m., Det. Toth falsely 
arrested and falsely imprisoned Clarita Po 
as part of a drug raid, the complaint said. 
Police raided her husband for allegedly 
growing marijuana in excess of the legal 
amount allowed. 

The complaint alleges Clarita Po was not 
allowed to leave her residence on her own 
volition beginning at 10 a.m. and at about 
8 p.m. she was put in handcuffs and taken 
in a Michigan State Police cruiser to the 
Huron Township lockup used by Sumpter 
Township for its prisoners. 

The complaint said Sumpter Township 
uses the Huron Township jail because 
Sumpter cannot afford a jail facility of its 
own. 

At the time of her arrest Clarita Po informed 
the defendants that she was not involved in 
her husband’s medical marijuana business 
and knew nothing about it, the complaint 
said. 

She was held against her will for three 
days, for the first 10 hours at her own 
residence, and then at the lockup until about 
4:30 p.m. on Friday, Aug. 19. 

While they were holding her in jail, 
she repeatedly requested to have her 
medication, but was refused, putting her 
health at hazard, the complaint said. 

Det. Toth submitted a warrant request to 
the Wayne County Prosecutor requesting 
that Wayne County find probable cause 
to prosecute Clarita Po, but the warrant 
was denied because no evidence existed 
that Clarita Po was involved in any illegal 
activity, the complaint said. 

The complaint said that Nelson Po does 
not operate his marijuana business out of 
his home, but out of the outbuildings at the 
back of his property. Because of her health 
problems, Clarita Po cannot easily walk out

to these outbuildings, the complaint said. 

The complaint alleges that Det. Toth and 
the Michigan State Police did not arrest 
Clarita Po because she had committed a 
crime but because they wanted to keep 
her from interfering with their seizure of 
personal property and assets belonging to 
the Pos that virtually all were unrelated to 
Nelson Po’s medical marijuana business. 

“Upon information and belief Sumpter 
Township seized the lawful personal 
property of Clarita Po and Nelson Po 
because Sumpter is financially stressed, 
close to bankruptcy, and lacks the necessary 
funds to pay its bills and its employees,” 
the complaint said. 

Count Two of the complaint alleges 
Conversion, alleging the defendants 
converted, stole, and/or confiscated Clarita 
Po’s personal property and assets, including 
but not limited to two Rolex watches, a 
diamond wedding ring, $35,000 in cash 
that personally belonged to her and was 
kept underneath her dresser in her private 
bedroom, $29,050 from her personal safe in 
her home and $3,960 in cash in her pocket 
on the day of her arrest, plus another $152 
in her pocket. A cellphone unrelated to 
her husband’s business and other personal 
assets were also taken by police. 

Count Three in the complaint is Battery 
and alleges that when she was arrested they 
placed their hands on her in an offensive 
way and handcuffed her without her 
consent. 

The complaint said that during her entire 
life, Clarita Po has been a law-abiding 
citizen. She was born in the Philippines and 
immigrated to America in 1973, proudly 
earned her United States citizenship, 
and enjoyed her Michigan residence and 
American citizenship peacefully since her 
arrival. 

She worked as a registered nurse from 
1973 until 2011 at Van Buren Convalescent 
Home (1973-79), Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne (1973-2011), and at Maple Manor 
Rehabilitation Center in Wayne (2011- 
2013), altogether a 40-year career as a 
registered nurse During this time she 
personally cared for about 6,000 patients. 

Attorney Ruark said this is the first of 
several law suits he plans to file against 
Sumpter Township, finishing off with a 
major Civil Rights suit. 

“Sumpter Township brought this all 
upon themselves,” Ruark said, noting that 
instead he could have given them hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in their budgets with 
the medical marijuana business. 

But, instead, all this litigation is necessary 
and they have to pay their lawyers, he said. 

“There’s some brain-dead people in 
Sumpter Township,” Ruark said 

“I’m a constitutional scholar and what 
gets me the worst is the violation of Fourth 
Amendment rights,” he said. 

He said police took fraudulent claims 
to the 34" District Court to get a search 
warrant and they had no right to keep them 
in jail. 

“Police won round one. Police always win 
round one,” Ruark said. “But, it’s going to 
be fought out in the courts on a fair and 
level playing field.”
